PERIODICALLY ANNEXED TO QUA REGION 2.

WE WOULD LIKE‘TO REMIND ALL SOCIETIES IN REGION 2 AND ALL AMATEURS

IT IS PROPOSED THAT ALL MEMBER SOCIETIES LIMIT THE OUTGOING QSL'S 
THROUGH THEIR BUREAUS TO THOSE THAT MEET THE STANDARDS APPROVED BY 
THIS CONFERENCE AS OF JANUARY 1, 1985. FURTHERMORE, THAT THIS 
ACTION BE ANNOUNCED TO ALL MEMBER SOCIETIES OF IARU. THIS ACTION 
SHOULD NOT HINDER THOSE QSL'S INCOMING NOT WITHIN THESE STANDARDS. 


THE ABOVE RESOLUTIONS SIMPLY MEANS THAT THE QSL BUREAUS OF REGION 2 
WILL NOT PROCESS ANY OUTGOING QSL'S THAT ARE NOT WITHIN THE STAND- 
ARD APPROVED IN BOTH THE LIMA AND CALI CONFERENCES. WE ASK ALL 


AMATEUKk OPERATORS TO HELP THE BUREAUS BY COMPLYING WITH THESE 


DECISIONS.
